Cleaning Horses by Steam. 

Hol' that hoss, will you?” 

* “Doan’ need no hol’in; case he’ll 
stan’; he likes hit.” 

In verification of the last speak- 
er’s remark, the “hoss” did seem to 
like “hit,” for he moved his head 
and body much after the fashion 
of a kitten which is getting his 
back stroked. 

In the basement or ground floor 
of the Palmer houst livery stables 
two employes stood on either side 
of alarge, powerfully built horse 
which was undergoing his daily 
toilet—in stable parlance, “gettin’ 
, | cleaned and curred.’ In exactly 
5 | 40 seconds the animal was turned 
over to his keeper as bright as a 
new pin—not a speck of dirt nora 
turned hair to be seen on his sleek, 
shiny coat. His step seemed brisker 
and he acted much like a person 
who had just had an invigorating 
bath. In just two hours' time no 
less than 150 horses, big aud little. 
had received their daily clean-up 
and were ready to prance out into 
society. 

The cause of this revolution in 
the art of cleaning, rubbing down 
and currying—all in one—is a sim- 
ple contrivance, a movable shaft, at 
one end of which is a circular brush 
composed of fairly stiff bristles. 
The brush, which is run by steam, 
revolves many hundred times a 
minute, and is guided by the 
cleaner. Two of these cleaners 


animal can accomplish more in one 
minute than can four men with the 
old-style brush and currycomb in 
twenty minutes. 

As soon as the brush touches the 
body of the horse the dirt and dead 
hair fly in all directions, but it only 
needs a second “going-over” to 
have the animal in such a condition 
that a glove would not be soiled in 
rubbing over the hide. At first 
the horse appears frightened at the 
noise of the revolving shafts, but 
as soon as he feels the touch of the 
brush he edges up to the cleaner 
and gives every indication of pleas- 
ure. The harder the pressure on 
the brush the harder will be the 
rubbing, of course, and when the 
sensation becemes uncomfortable 
the horse moves away. In this 
way the cleaners are easily in- 
formed as to how hard a rubbing 
the animal will stand. 

Oh yes, deys a heap ob diffunce 
in hosses w’en it comes to putting 
the brush to ’em, said a perspiring 
cleaner as he whisked aside the 
long tail of a pretty little horse be- 
longing to the children of a Mich- 
igan avenue aristocrat. 

“Some ob ’em will stan’ more’n 
others. F'rinstance dis little fellow 
kaint get enuff, w’ile dere is big 
uns w’ch won't stan’ nothin' but 
the easiest pressure. Dat's cause 
eb dere hide, dough; hit’s tender.” 

Several years ago a majority of 
the first-class barber shops in large 


a moderate scale—that is, the bris- 
tles in the brushes were not as stiff 
and the pressure was of course 
light and soft. After the custom- 
ers’ capillary appendage had fallen 
to the floor under the shears of the 
tonsorial artist he received his 
rubbing down from the steam 
brush which hung suspended from 
the ceiling. For some reason it 
has been discarded by the barber, 
only to be adopted by the profes- 
sional groom and large livery 
stables, and is welcomed as a boon 
for its efficiency in service and the 
rapidity ‘of its work.—[Exchange-

He was in tavor of an 
organized fire department, and be- 
lieved the tamper ste would be will- 
ing to foot the bill. 
P. F. Muleaby being called upon, 
briefly gave his views, as follows: 
We are here to submit a proposi- 
to the Board of Commissioners re- 
lating to the organizing of a fire 
department. I believe the volun- 
teer fire department the best on the 
face of the globe. History proves 
it. itis for the Commissioners to 
say how much they cun pay every 
month—say $300 a month. Organ- 
ize under the coutrol of the Com- 
missioners; let them designate how 
many men—l5 or 20, as the case 
may be—shall be employed; fix the 
salury of the Chief Engineer, As- 
psistaut Chief, evginzere of both 
companies, steward, etc., and ap- 
propriate a certain sum each month 
for the proper maintenance of each 
cumpany; erect engine houses on 
each side of the track; enroll your- 
selves as members of the company, 
and let the members elect their 


‘own officers by ballot.” 


Mr. Julien explained that a fire 
ordinance covering the grouud 
taken by Mr. Mulcaby had been 
passed and wasa law.
